l)y the Anthoiity of the same, as follows : 

Freliminary. 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Prisons Act Short Title. 
(Ireland), 1866.” 

10 2. This Act shall come into operation on the CommenM-^ 

of One thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, which ° 

Day is herein-after referred to as the Commencement of the Act. 

3. This Act Shan not extend to England nor Scotland. This Extent of 
Act shall extend to and regulate all Gaols, Prisons, Bridewells, 

IB and Places of Confinement in Ireland, except Convict Prisons and 
Naval or Military Prisons, and Beformatories established under 
the Provisions of the Twenty-first and Twenty-second Victoria,

Estimates to 7 . The Secretary of the Grand J ury at each Spring Assizes 
shall lay hefore the Grand Jury the Estimate of Expenses forwarded 
to liim hy the Board, in piu’suance of Section One hundred and lo 
eleven of this Act ; and in case such Grand J ury shall consider that 
such Estimate is cither excessive or deficient in Amount, such 
Estimate shall ho submitted to the Judge of Assize, who shall 
inquire into the same, and such Judge of Assize may increase, 
dimmish, or amend the same as to him shall seem fit ; and the 15 
Grand Jury me hereby requii’cd, without any Proceedings at anv 
Presentment Sessions, to present the Amount of such Estimate 
to be raised by half-yearly Instalments off the County, and the 
Treasurer of the County .shall pay the same, from Ti)ue to Time 
according as the same sliall have been paid in, to the Board; and 20 
in case tlio Grand Jury shall refuse or neglect to make such Pre- 
sentment, the same shall l 3 e made and raised hy an Order of the 
Judge of Assize at such Spring Assizes, which Order shall have tli(} 
Eorco of a Presentment, and the Sum or Sums therein mentioned 
shall be raised and paid to the Board by the Treasui'cr accordingly, 25 
as if the same had l)eeu inserted in a Presentment duly made at the 
Assizes at which sucli Order shall he made. 

8 . The Secretary of the Grand Jmy of each County shall at 
Grand Jury, Sprmg Assizes lay before the said Grand Jury the Account ol 

Expenditme forwarded to liim by the Board, in piu'suanco of 30 
Section One himdred and thiideen of this Act; and the Grand Jury 
shall examine such Account, and shall make Presentment, mthout 
any Proceedings at any Presentment Sessions, for so much of the 
Amount thereof as shall appear to have been properly expended, 
and such Amount shall be raised accordingly; and in case the 35 
Grand Juiy sliall refuse or neglect to make such Presentment the 
same shall be made and raised by an Order of the Judge of Assize, 
in the Manner mentioned in the last preceding Section ; and the 
Treasm'er of the County shall fi:om Time to Time, according as the 
Amount of such Presentment shall have been paid in, pay the same 40 
to the Boai'd. 

9. In 
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9. In order to provide sucli Prison Accommodation as is requii’ed 
by this Act, every Grand Jm-y shall have Power to make Present- 
ments for the levying of Monies to he expended in the Purchase of 
Land, and of Rights and Easements over Lands, and in the buikhno', 

5 rebuilding, altering, and enlarging of its Prisons, and in the Exe- 
cution of all Works, the making and laying of Watercomses, 
Drains, Mains, and Pipes for the Purpose of supplying Water to 
its Prisons. Such Presentments shall include all Law, Equity, and 
Conveyancing Costs and Expenses to he incurred in can-ying out 
10 such Presentment, and all Costs of Travei-ses arismg out of the 
same. Such Presentments shall he levied off the respective Counties, 
or off the respective Counties at large where the said Coimties arc 
divided into Baronies or other Dmsions. 

10. No Presentment shall he made in pursuance of the Ninth 
15 Section of this Act for a Sum exceeding Three Ituudred JPounds, 

except upon an Application made and adopted or agreed to at 
Presentment Sessions. Such Application shall state the Amount 
proposed to be raised by the Presentment, and the general Nature 
of the Works intended to be clone. It need not contain nor he 
20 accompanied by any Specifications or Plans of the said Works. 

11. IVlien any Presentment under the Ninth Section of this 
Act .shall include the purchasing of Lands, or of Eights or Ease- 
ments over Lands, the Presentment, and the Application to Pre- 
sentment Sessions, shall contain a Description of the Lands intended 

25 to he purchased, or over which Eights or Easements are intended 
to be acquired, stating the Measm'ement of such Lands, the Parish, 
or Barony, Town, City, County, or other Place in which such Lands 
shall he situated, and such further Details as shall he reasonably 
sufficient to identify the said Lands. 

30 12. If the Application for any Presentment under the Ninth 

Section of this Act shall have been adopted or agreed to at Pre- 
sentment Sessions, the Grand Jmy atthe next Assizes shall consider 
and decide upon such Application, and in case they shall approve 
thereof they shaU present for the same, and the Amount thereof 
36 shall he raised and levied accordingly, and such Presentment shall 
not in any County require to he again laid before Presentment 
Sessions. It shall be lawful for the Grand Jury, if they shall think

13. When the Amount of any Presentment, under the Ninth 
Section, of this Act, shall have been directed to be raised by Instal- 
ments by the G-rand Jury making the same, it shall be lawful for 
the Grand Jury at aU subsequent Assizes from Time to Time, 
aud so often as they shall thinlc fit, imtil the wliolc of the said 5 
Presentment shall have been raised, to increase the said Instal- 
ments, and to shorten proportionably the Period over wliich such 
Instalments shall extend. 

14. In all Cases where any Presentment under the NUth Seetio'U 
of this Act shall have been directed to he raised hy Instalments, It lo 
shall he lawful for the Lord Lieuteiumt, at emy Time after the

contracting Parties ; and such Propoi-tion may he either a fixed

49. The Requisitions of this Act with respect to the Separation 
of Prisoners are as follow : — 

1. In every Prison separate Cells shall be pro\ided equal in 

Nimiher to the Average of the greatest Number of Prisoners, 
not being Convicts under Sentence of Penal Servitude, who 20 
have been confined in such Prison at any Time during each 
of the preceding Pive Years : 

2. In every Prison, Piiuisliment Cells shall be provided for the 

Confinement of Prisoners sentenced to Solitary Confinement, 
or guilty of Piison Offences : 26 

3. In a Prison containing Pemale Prisoners as weU as Males, 

such Pemale Prisoners shall be imprisoned in separate 
Buildings or separate Parts of tbe same Buildings, in such 
Manner as to prevent their seeing, conversing, or holding 
any Communication whatever with the Male Prisoners : 30 

4i. In a Prison where Debtors are confined Means shall be 
provided for separating them altogether horn the Criminal 
Prisoners; and the Debtors shall be divided into Two Classes, 
namely, those who maintain themselves and those who do 
not ; and separate Warm and Cold Baths, Lavatories, Water- 36 
closets, and common Halls, and Yards, shall be provided for 
the Two Classes : 

6. In a Prison where Criminal Prisoners are confined such 
Prisoners shall be prevented from holding any Communi- 
cation with each other, either by every Prisoner being kept 40 
in a scpai'ate Cell by Day and by Night, except when he is

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at Chapel or taking Exercise, or by every Prisoner being 
confined by Night to his Cell, and being subjected to such 
Superintendence during the Eay as will, consistently with

Prisoner imlcss it is certified by One of the Inspectors General to be 
of such a Size, and to be artificially lighted, warmed, ventilated, 
and fitted up in a such a Manner, as may be requisite for Health, 
and furnished udth the Means of enabling the Prisoner to commimi- 
20 cate at any Time with an Officer of the Prison ; but a Distinction 
may be made in respect of the Use of Cells for the Separate

Prisoners of different Sexes from seeing each other, and iso for 15 
Debtors and Criminal Prisoners, and shall be strictly set apart for 
Religious Worship, or for the occasional Religious and Moral 
Educational Instruction of the Prisoners. 

53. In every Prison there shall he provided separate Rooms and 
Places for Males and Eemales, and Debtors and Criminal Prisoners, 20 
properly fitted up for the Exercise of Labour and Industry, and also 
a suflicient Laundry and Drying Room ; and such Rooms, Places, 
Laundries, and Drying Rooms for all Criminal Prisoners shall be 
so constructed and fitted with sepai’atc Stalls and Compartments 
that the Provisions of the Pifth Clause of the Porty-ninth Section 25 
of this Act can be strictly enforced therein.

Prison or Bridewell, it shall ho lawful for the Grand Jury of the 
County to which the same belongs, with the Consent of the Judge of jury shall 
Assize, to present that the whole or any Part of the Estate vested 
in or in trust for such Comity in such Prison, with the Appm*- g 43. ' 
30'tenances, or any Part thereof, shall he sold in such Manner as by 
such Presentment they shall direct, and in the event of such Sale 
the Purchase Money shall bo applied by the Treasmer to the Use 
of the County ; or the Grand Jmy may present that such Prison 
or Bridewell may be used as a Prison of any other Description for 
35 such County, or that the same, or any Part thereof, shall be 
conveyed or demised, gratuitously or othei'wise, or for tlie Purpose 
of widening or improving any Sti*eet or Place adjoining tliereto, or 
for any Public or Charitable Purposes. 

131 . In mahing Title to and conveying any such Estate under Provieiou as 
^ the last preceding Section, in case such Prison or Bridewell shall 
[207.] E 2 have 
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have been used as such for Seven Years or more by such County 
the Board thei'eof shall be deemed and are Iiereby constituted to be 
seised or possessed of the legal Estate in such Interest therein as 
shall have previously been vested in tiny Person or Persons in trust 
for such County, and if such Interest cannot ha ascertained bv 5 
them, then in Pee Simple ; and any Three Members of such Board 
shall have Power to convoy any such Estate by Grant, to be 
executed under their Hands and Seals, and to give -a sufficient 
Keceipt for the Purchase Money : Provided also, that no Sale shall 
take place under the Provisions hereof, save to the best and highest 10 
Bidder, and imtil after such Sale shall have been advertised once in

132. It sliall be lawful for the Board, when about to sell tmy 20

a Petition for the Sale of sudi Estate to the Landed Estates Court, 
Ireland, and the Board shall be deemed to be Owners of such 
Estate within the Meaning of the Act passed in the Session of 
Parliament held m the Twenty-first and Twenty-second Years of 25 
the Reign of Her Majesty, intituled “ An Act to facilitate the Sale 

“ and Ti’ansfer of Land in Ireland and in any Case in wliich the 
Board shall proceed by Petition to the Landed Estates Court, 
Ireland, the Provisions of the last preceding Section as to Bidders 
and as to Advertisements, shall not be applicable. 30 

133. Ill case of imy Contract under the Provisions of this Act 
entered into by any County with any other County for the Adop- 
tion of a J oint Prison, or for the Maintenance, under a perpetual 
Contract, of the Prisoners of such first-mentioned County hi the 
Prison of such other County, it shall bo lawful for the Grand Jiuy 35 
of such first-mentioned County, if they shall so tln'n'k- fit, to gi'ant 
to the Grand Jury of such other County all or any of the old 
Prisons of such first-mentioned County, and the Ground and Soil 
thereof, for the whole Estate which such first-mentioned County or 
any Person in trust for the same County, or the Board of such, ffist- 40 
mentioned County, may have therein, and either gratuitously or on 
such Terms as shall be agreed ou ; and any Purchase Money payable 
therefor shall be either paid to the Grand Jury of such other County 

or 
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or shall bo allowed in the Account between the Two Counties to 
be kept in relation to such Joint Prison or Prison in which the 
Prisoners of both such Counties are maintained ; and it shall be 
lawful for the Grand Jiuy of such other County to appoint any

and any such Prison, when so granted, shall, if used as a Prison by 
such County to which it shall be conveyed, be deemed to be -within 
such County.

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ceming’ the several Matters for which Presentments are hereby 
authorized to he made at such Assizes. 

138. Tlie Porms in the Second Schedule of this Act shall be 
observed in every Prison or Bridewell to which they respectively 
refer ; hut the Lord Lieutenant may from Time to Time alter the 5 
same, and direct that any other Porms or Schedules shall be ob- 
served in any such Prison or Bridewell in addition to or Substitution 
for the same ; and the said Porms may also from Time to Time be 
altered, varied, or added to by any otlier competent Authority, 
under the Provisions of this Act, or otherwise howsoever. P3 



PART X. 

Bridewells. 

139 . Every Bridewell shall he under the Control and Govern- 
ment of the Board of the County wherein it is situated, and such 
Board slmll provide for the Expenses thereof, and include such 15 
Expenses in their Estimates and Accounts laid before the Grand 
Jury, who shall thereupon present for the same in the Manner 
provided in the Seventh and Eighth Sections of this Act. 

140. All Persons, otlier than Eehtors, arrested or convicted 
upon any Charge in respect of which they shall bo liable by Law, 20 
upon such Arrest or Conviction, to be imprisoned in any County 
Prison, may lawfully he confined in any Bridewell, or Lock-up 
attached to any Constabulary Barrack within such County, subject 

to the Provisions herein-after contained ; and all Bridewells which 
s b?^,n be built, repaired, pm’ohased, or taken at a E/Cnt under this 25 
Act shall be deemed and taken to be County Bridewells to all 
Intents and Purposes ; and it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieu- 
tenant in Council at any Time to direct that a Bridewell shall be 
built in any Place in which the same shall he neeessaiy for the 
Purposes of Justice, and the G-rand Jiuy of the County shall 30 
thereupon make Presentments for the building thereof, under the 
Provisions of this Act. 

141 . It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to direct that 
any Bridewell heretofore or hereafter built or established shall be 
denominated a District Bridewell, and that to such Bridewell a 35 
certain District within the County to which it belongs shall be 
allotted ; and all Prisoners imprisoned within such District, either 
for Trial at or under Sentence of the Court of Petty or Qum’ter 
Sessions, may, if the Court shall think fit, he kept in such Bride- 
well, 
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Tvell, and stall not be transmitted to tbe County Prison ; but no 
Prisoner sentenced to be imjndsoncd for any Period exceeding One 
Month shall be imjDrisoned in such Bridewell. 

142. Prisoners maybe confined in Bridewells other tban District Imprison- 
5 Bridewells, or in any Dock-up, such as aforesaid, under Sentences 

of Imprisonment for any Period not exceeding Three Days ; but all Distinct 
Prisoners sentenced for any longer Period, or committed for Trial 
at Quarter Sessions or Assizes, shall be immediately after such Three Days. 
Sentence or Committal fomvarded to the County Prison or District 
10 Bridewell, unless the Lord Lieutenant shall, by any General Order 
or by any Special Order to be made in any particular Case, 
otherwise direct. 

143. The Expense of maintaining Prisoners in any such Lock-up Expenses of 
shall be certified by the Constables in charge thereof in such Porm 

15 as shall he prepared hy the Inspectors General of Constabulary and 
the Inspectors General of Prisons, and approved by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant ; and such Certificates shall he laid before the Board of the 
County, who shall thoreujion ]jay to such Constables the Amount of 
such Expenditxn'c, and they shall include such Araomit in their 
20 Estimates and Accounts laid l)efore the Grand Jmy, and the same 
shall he presented for and paid to the Board accordingly. 



144. Every Bride^vell not move than Three Miles distant from Bridewells 
the Boundary of the County therein it is situated may be used by 
the adjoining County whose Boundary sliall be withi]i Tlu*ee Miles Counties 
25 as aforesaid, a.s if such Bridewell were locally situated therein, in so 

far as relates to the committing thereto and imprisoning therein Counties-, 
Prisoners belonging to sueli last-mentioned County ; and in case 
any such Prisoners shall l.)c committed to or confined in such 
Bridewell, all the Expenses of 3’cmoving such Prisoners, as also all 
30 Expenses incident on such Committal and Confiiiemeut, including 
a proportional Share of the Expenses of such Bridewell, shall be 
defrayed by the Board of sucli last-mentioned Comity, and such 
Privsoners shall be dealt with in all other respects as Prisoners of 
the Coimty to which they belong ; and it shall be lawful for the 
35 Board of the Coimty to which such Bridewell belongs to enter into 
a Contract vdtb the Board of such other Countj^ whereby the 
Terms on which the Prisoners of such County shall be confined in 
such Bridewell shall be arranged, and such Terms may from Time 
Time be altered at the Exphation of any Period of Five Tears j and 
40 m, case of Dispute as to such Terms in the event of any such Bevi» 
sion, the Lord Lieutenant may appoint a Barrister of not less than 
[207.] E 4 Six 
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Six Years standing to be an Arbitrator between the said Boards in 
relation thereto, and such Arbitrator shall have the same Powers 
and shall proceed in the same Manner in all respects, in relation to 
such Contract, as hereiii-bcfore provided in case of an Arbitrator 
appointed imder the fortieth Section of this Act. - 

145. Every Bridewell, of whatever IGnd, shall be so constructed 
as to provide for the .safe Custody and also the Health of the 
Prisoners confined tlicrein. It shall consist of at the least Two 
separate Divisions, One for each Sex, and so constructed as to 
prevent any Cominmiication l^etween the Male and Pemale Pri- 10 
soners ; aud each Division shall contain an adequate Niunber of 
Cells and Dcay Booms of sufficient Size, and lighted, warmed, and 
ventilated, artificially or otherwise, in such a Manne].’ as shall be 
required for the Preservation of Health . 

140. Each Division of every Bridewell shall contain a Yard of 15 
sufficient Dimensions to enable the Prisoners to take Exercise 
therein, and shall contain a Supply of good Water, and shall also 
have a Privy sufficiently provided in respect to Sewerage; and 
every such Bridewell sliall be sufficiently provided in respect to 
Drainage, and shall contain proper Accommodation for the Officers 20 
thereof of both Sexes, and shall be provided with ICitclien Puinitm’e 
and other Htensils ; and all Bepairs, Enlargements, and Improve- 
ments, including Means of warming, ventilating, and lighting any 
such Bridewell, or providing the same with sufficient Water and 
proper Drainage and Sewerage, which may become necessary in 25 
carrying out the Px'ovisions of tliis Section and the last preceding, 
shall he duly executed fiom Time to Time, aud the Expense thereof 
shall be included m the Estimates and Accounts of the Board, and 
sliall be presented for accordingly; and if an Inspector General 
shall report to the Lord Lieutenant that any Bridewell is, at or 30 
after the Expiration of Eighteen Months from the Commencement 
of this Act, deficient in any of the Accommodations required by 
this Clause, the Lord Lieutenant may declare that such Bridewell 
has ceased to be and such Bridewell shall thereupon cease to be a 
legal Place of Confinement for any Description of Prisoner ; and 35 
Notice of such Declaration shall be forthwith sent to the Board. 

147. No Debtor Prisoner shall be confined in any Bridewell ; 
and the several Provisions for the general Begulation of Prisons 
contained in this Act and the Eirst Schedule thereof, both inclusive, 
shall extend to all Bridewells, as far as the same can be made 40 
applicable thereto. 

148. The 
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X48. The Boai'd are hereby required to appoint a Keeper of each 
Bridewell, and One Matron at the least, and such other OfB.cers, 
Male and Bemale, as shall he necessary for the Purpose of effectually 
carrying out all the Kegulations from Time to Time in force in 
5 relation to such Bridewell and the Prisoners therein, and the said 
Board shall have the same Powers in relation to the Keeper, 
Matron, and Officers of each Bridewell as they have in relation to 
the Governor and Officers of the County Prison. 

149. The Provisions relating to Governors of Prisons contained 
10 in the One lumdredth, One hundred and first, One hundred and

150. If any Prisoner shall be gnilty of offending against the

30 injuring the Bridewell or any Part of the Purnitiu’e thereof, the 
Keeper of the Bridewell shall at the earliest Opportunity bring 
such Offender before a Justice of the Peace of the County to which 
such Bridewell belongs, and such Justice may inquire upon Oath 
and determine concerning any such Offence, and may order the 
35 Ofl[‘ender to be punished by Solitary Confinement pn Bread and 
Water for any Period not exceeding One Month : Provided always, 
that when such Period shall extend beyond the Time during which 
such Prisoner shall be liable to remain in such Bridewell, or if at 
the Time of the Commission of such Offence the Period during 
40 which such Prisoner can be lawfully retained in such Bridewell 
shall have expired, the Remainder or the whole of such Imprison- 
ment shall be carried out in the County Prison of the County to 
which such Bridewell belongs.

Bridewells the Salary of the Keeper shall not be less than

sliall not be less than Thb'ltj Pounds a Year, and that of the 
Matron not less than Ten.

152 . The Lord Lieutenant may from Time to Time, by Warrant 10

and in the latter Case it sliall not be laAvful to imprison or confine 
any Person therein under tuiy Order or Authority or on any Pretext 20 
whatsoever. 

153 . The Board of the Comity shall exercise a general Control 
and Authority over every Bridewell in the County, as herein-belbre 
provided, and shall have similar Powers in respect to the same to 
those vested in them by this Act in relation to Prisons aud ivithout 25 
Prejudice to such Authority the Justices of the Peace, or any of 
them (to be selected by tbe said Board), who usually attend the 
Petty Sessions of any Petty Sessions District in which such 
Bridewell is situate, are hereby constituted an Auxiliary Board of 
Superintendence of such Bridew'ell, for the Purpose of inspecting 30

5 in sucli other Form as the Lord Lieutenant shall approve, of the Bridewells, 
Committal and Discharge of Prisoners, and all Expenses meurred be 

in such BridcAveil for or in respect of such Ih’isonei-s; and one paid. 

Copy of sueb. Retuni shall he preserved in tlie Bridewell and 
another shall he transmitted to the Board of the County within 7 G. 4. c. 74. 
10 Foiu'teen Days after the Thirty-first Day of March, the Thu'tieth 
Day of June, the Thirtieth Day of September, and the Thirty-first 
Day of December in each Yeai- ; and the Board shall examine and 
certify such Copy, and shall administer to the Keeper an Oatli as 
to the Truth of such lletui-n, and thereupon, shall pay the Am ount 
15 of the Expense so incurred and specified in such Ketum, together 
with Allowances for Fire, Candles, and Straw ; and it shaD be 
lawful for the Central Board of Superintendence to add the Amount 
mentioned in such Ketmm, or so mucb thereof as shall be certified 
by the Board to liave been properly incurred, to their ?numn,1

Four Courts Marshausea. 

155. The Marshalsea of the Four Courts shall be kept separate Marsbalsea 
40 mid distinct from all other Prisons, and shall be under the Care of 
[207.] G 2 a Governor, 
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a Governor, to be styled tbe Marshal of the Eour Courts, and such 
Staff of OfEcers, consisting of Deputy Marshal, Local Inspector, 
Chaplain, Medical Officer, Apothecai’y, Hatchmen, and other 
Officers as the Lord Lieutenant shall appoint. 

156 . The Marshal shall reside constantly in the Marslialsea^ and 5 
he and all other Officer's of the Marshalsea, including the Satch- 
men and inferior Officers, shall be appointed by and removable at the 
Will and Pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant ; and the Marshal and 
such Officers respectively shall be %mid such Salaries as the Lord 
Lord Lieutenant, with the Sanction of the Commissioners for the 10 
Time being of Her Majesty's Treasimj, shall in that Behalf direct, 
and thereupon all former Salaries payable to any of such Officers 
shall cease ; and such Salaries, and also the Expense of providing 
all such Articles as shall be necessary for the Support of the poo)' 
Prisoners in the Marshalsea, shall be paid out of any Monies 15 
appropriated by Parliament for the Purpose. 

157 . It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, by an Order 
under the Hand of the Chief or Tinder Secretary, to direct that any 
Byelaws or Regulations to be specified or referred to in such Order 
shall be observed and carried out in relation to such Marshalsea, 20 
and the Management thereof and of the Prisoners therein. 

158 . Subject to such Regulations as last aforesaid, the Prisonei’s 
confined in the said Marshalsea shall be divided into so many 
Classes and separated in such Manner as the Lord Lieutenant shall 
appoint, provided that there shall not be less than Three Classes of 25 
Male Prisoners, the first containing Prisoners paying Rent for their 
Lodging, the second containing the Common Hall Prisoners 
subject to no Rent, but who shall supply Pumitiu’e, Pood, and 
Necessaiies for themselves, and the tliird containing Pauper 
Prisoners, who shall be and arc hereby entitled to all the Allowanees 30 
of Pumiture, Clothing, and Pood supplied under this Act to poor 
Prisoners in County Piisons, and subject to similar Regulations ; 
provided that no Person shall he entitled to receive such Allowances 
without making and subscribing the Declaration contained in " The 
Irish Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, 1857,” Section Two hundred and 35 
forty. 

159 . The Rates payable by way of Rent for Lodgings to which 
the Prisoners of the Pirsfc Class are to be made subject, as well as 
the Apartments to which they shall extend, shall he regulated Jfiom 
Time to Time by the Rules and Regulations so to be established 40 

under 
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under tke Sanction of the Lord Lieutenant, and the Amount thereof 
shall he received hy the Marshal, and paid to the Local Inspector, 
and placed to the Credit of his Account. 

160. No Officer rrhosoever of the Marslialsea shall, under any Penalty on 
5 Circumstances whatsoever, receive any Lees or Emoluments from p 

any of the Prisoners confined therein ; and if any such Officer shall ^ g 4 c ^74 
exact, demand, take, or receive from any Prisoners in the said s. 122 . 
Marshalsea any Money by way of Pee, Reward, or Gratuity, or shall 
exact any Sum greater than the regulated Rates for the Lodging of 
10 any Prisoner, the Officer who shall so offend shall forfeit for the 
Eirst Offence the Sum of Fifty Founds, the one Moiety thereof to 
he payable to Her Majesty, and the other Moiety to the Person from 
whom such Money shall have been exacted, who may sue for and 
recover the same in any of the Superior Courts of Common Law at 
15 Lublin ; and if after such Conviction such Officer shall again so 
offend he shall thereupon forfeit his Office, and be incapable of 
holding the same or of being employed under the Pour Courts. 

161. The Lord Chancellor and other Judges of the High Com’t Judges, &c. 
of Chancery in Ireland, the Judges of the Superior Courts of 

20 Common Law at Luhlin, and the Judges of the Landed Estates Persons in 
Court, Court of Bankruptcy and Insolvency, and of the Court of ^^SetofSe. 
Admiralty in Ireland, shall have and exercise the same Pouters with ig& 20 Vict. 
respect to ordering the Marshal to take into Custody any Person c. 68 . s. 3. 
committed hy them respectively, or to bringing before them any 
25 Prisoners in his Custody, as the Judges of the said Courts of 
Cominou Law have heretofore exercised in relation to the Pour 
Courts Marshalsea.

EEQULATIONS FOR GOVERNMENT OF PRISONS. 



General. 

1. The Prison shall be kept in a cleanly State, and the Walls and Ceilings 
6 of the Wards, Cells, Rooms, and Passages used by the Prisoners throughout 

every Prison shall eitlier be painted with Oil, oi- be limewashed, or partly 
painted and partly limewashed. Where painted with Oil the Painting shall 
be washed with Hot Water and Soap once at least in every Six Months. 
Where limewashed tlie Limewashiog shall be scraped and renewed twice at 
10 least in every Year. Tfie Day Rooms, Work Rooms, Passages, and sleeping 
Cells shall be waslied or cleansed once a Week, or oftener if requisite. The 
Straw used by tlie Prisoners shall be renewed once in every Two Months. 
A Fire shall be ke]jt burning in each Day Room for Ten Hours of the Day, ‘ 
from the First Day of October to the First Daj' of April in every Year, and 
15 at such other Times as the Boai'd shall deem necessary. Thermometers shall 
be placed in suitable Positions within the Prisons, and a Record of the Tem- 
perature shall be kept by the Governor. 

2. Nothing shall be allowed to grow against the outei- Walls of the Prison, 
nor any Rubbish or other Ai-ticles to be laid against them, nor shall any 

20 Ladders, Tools, or Implements of any Kind likely to facilitate Escape, be left 
unnecessai’ily exposed. 

3. No Horses, Dogs, Cows, Pigs, Cattle, or other Animals, or Poultry of 
any Kind, shall be kept within any Prison. 

4. No Subordinate OfBcer of any Prison shall alloAv any other Person to 
25 sleep in his Apartments without Permission fj’om the Governor ; such Per- 

mis-sion, when given, shall be reported by the Governor to the Boai’d at its 
next Meeting. 

5. A Report shall be made to the Governor at Ten o’CIock each Night 
whether the Officers resident in the Prison are all present, and no Ingreas 

30 or Egress shall be allowed into or out of the Prison between the Hours of Ten 
o’clock at Night and Six o'Ciock in the Morning, except to the Govei’nor and 
bis Family, the Chaplain, or Surgeon, or in special Cases, which shall be 
entered in the Journal of the Governor. Tell-tale Clocks shall be placed in 
suitable Positions in the Prison, and shall be duly marked by the Officers . on 
35 Night Watch or Patrol. All proper Precautions shall be taken to prevent 
such Clocks being tampered witlr. 

6. No Gaming shall be permitted in any Prison, and the Governor shall 
seisse and destroy all Dice, Cards, or other Instruments of Gaming. No Swear- 
mg, profane or indecent Language, or unreasonable Noise shall be allowed in 

4i0 any Prison.

The Name, Age, Height, Weight, Features, pai'ticular Marks, and 
general Appearance of a criminal Prisoner shall, ujion his Admission, he noted 
in a nominal Eecord of Prisoner'}, to be kept by the Governor. Every 
criminal Piisoiier sliall also, as soon as possible, be examined by the Medical 
Officer, who shall enter in a Book to be kept by the Governor a Record of 16 
the State of Health of the Prisoner, and any Observations he may deem it 
expedient to add. 

11. All Prisoners previously to being removed to any other Prison, or heincf 

discharged from Prison, shall be examined by the Medical Officer; and no 
Prisoner shall be removed to any other Prison, except in ca,?e of Nece.ssity, 20 
unless the Medical Officer shall certify that in his Opinion the Prisoner is free 
from au}' Illness rendering him unfit for Removal ; and no Prisoner shall be 
discharged from Prison if labouring under auy acute Disease or dangerous 
Distemper, nor until, in the Opinion of the Medical Officer, such Discharge is 
safe, unless such Prisoner require to be- discharged. 25 

12 . On tlie Discharge of any Prisoner, the Board may, if they shall think 

fit, direct that such moderate Sum of Money as to them shall seem expedient 
shall be expended for the Benefit of sncli Prisoner in enabling him to retm-n 
to his Home or otherwise.

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25. The Prison Dress shall consist of a Cap, a Jacket, a Shirt, Waistcoat 
a Pair of Trousers, a Pair of Socks or Stockings, and a Pair of Shoes to each 
Male Prisoner; and a Cap, a suitable Go-wn, TJuderelothing, Pair of Stockings 
and Pair of Shoes for each Female Prisoner ; together with such Changes of 
Underclothing for Prisoners of both Sexes a.s sliall, in tlie Opinion of the 5 
Medical Officer, be requisite for Health and Cleanliness. 

26. All convicted Prisoners shall be supplied -witlx and shall wear the 
Prison Dress, unless the Board shall otherwise direct, by a special Order in 
Writing entered in theii* Minute Book, and signed by a Majority of the 
Members present at the Meeting at which such Order shall be made ; and IQ 
in all sucli Csises as last aforesaid the Board shall enter upon their Minutes 
the special Circumstances under which such Order shall have been made and 
shall forthwith funiish to the Inspeetors-General of Prisons a Report of sucli 
Circumstances, and of the Offence for which the Pei-son respecting whom 
such Order shall liave been made was sentenced, and of the Date and 15 
Particulars of such Sentence ; and if, upon any such Report being transmitted 

to the Lord Lieutenant by the luspecfcors-General, it shall appeal’ to him 
that such Order of the Board was not justified by the Circumstances set 
forth in such Report, the Lord Lieutenant shall, if he think proper, rescind 
such Order of the Board by an Order under the Hand of the Chief or Under 20 
Sea-etai-y for Ireland, and by such Order shall direct the Prison Dresses to be 
worn by the Prisoners specified therein. 

27. No convicted Criminal Prisoner shall be allowed any Wine, Beer, or 
othei- fermented Liquor, except under a written Order from the Medical 
Officer, to be entered in his Journal, .specifying the Quantity and the Name 25 
of the Prisoner for whose Use it is intended. 

28. On the Discharge of a Prisoner his own Clothes shall be returned to 
him, unless it has been found necessary to destroy them, in which Case he 
shall be provided with Clothing. 

29. If necessary the Clothes of a Prisoner shall be purified before he is 30 
allowed to wear them in the Prison, or to take them on his Discharge. 

SO. Every Male Prisoner shall sleep in a Cell by himself, or under special 
Circumstances in a separate Bed placed in a Cell containing not fewer than 
Two other Male Prisoners, and sufficient Bedclothes shall be provided for 
every Prisoner. A convicted Criminal Prisoner may be required to sleep on 35 
a Plank Bed without a Mattress during such Time as may be determined by 
the Rules of the Prison. Epileptic Prisoner.s, or Prisoueis labouring under 
Diseases requiring Assistance or Supervision in the Night, may, at any Time, 
notwithstanding this Regulation, be placed by Order of the Surgeon with not 
fewer than TWo other Male Prisoners. 40 

31. The Bedclothes shall he aired, changed, and washed as often as the 
Medical Officer or the Board may direct. 

Feraonal Cleanliness. 

32. Prisoners shall be required to keep themselves clean and decent in 
their Persons, and to conform to such Rules as may be laid down for that 45 
Purpose by the Board.
